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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, line 2 replace "enter" with -the center-. 
In claim 6, line 2 replace "of with -has-. 
In claim 6, line 2 prior to "square" insert -a-. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sicill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 2, and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Pounds in view of Bailey et al. 

Pounds discloses in figures 1-4 a switch assembly comprising transparent 
pushbuttons 29; circuit board 16; first conductive section 18; second conductive 
section 17; a conductive elastic part 32 with opening 34 with at least one contact 
being coupled to the first conductive section and a body section separated from 
the second conductive section and contacted by the pushbutton; and LED 27 
installed between the pushbutton and the circuit board and being conductively 
coupled to the circuit of the circuit board so that by triggering of the on state, the 
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LED becomes lit. The LED is installed on the circuit board via the opening in the 
dome 32. 

Pounds does not disclose the pushbutton as having an aperture with a 
transparent cover therein. 

Bailey et al discloses a pushbutton with an aperture therein for the location 
of a transparent cover. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to apply the 
teachings of Bailey et al to Pounds to form the button with an aperture within 
which a transparent cover is located because this is for the purpose of creating 
greater flexibility in the usage of the switch assembly since only the cover would 
need to be replaced based upon the application for which the assembly is 
utilized. As for the shape of the opening, this is a matter of engineering design 
choice not affecting the operation or function of the assembly. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claim 3 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ohashi, Norris et al, Sach et al, and Kawaguchi et al teach 
various illuminated pushbutton assemblies.
